Some Assertions of a 
New 
Yorker

T * Worth, Tex., Sept. 21.—In a 
statement issued .here today, officials 
of the Texas State (Farmers’ Union 
call in question some oi the asser­ 
tions 'lately made by a New York brok 
er regarding the .present cotton crop 
and call upon all interested to give 
no heed to -what the 
New 
Yorker 
says. 
In concluding, 
the 
farmers’ 
Union official says: 
“A great deal depends upon the ef­ 
fort of the farmers too use every avail­ 
able means to market this crop slow­ 
ly, realizing that 
every 
honorable 
means should be need to get a just 
price for this crop, which would be 
a much better price than is now’ of­ 
fered.” 
The statement by the New Yorker, 
to iwhich tohe Farmers Union people 
take greatest exception, is: “I shall 
endeavor 
to demonstrate 
why 
the 
consumer will do .wisely to disregard 
the hysterical appeal to buy cotton 
now lest it go to 16c, when as a 
matter of fact, this appeal is 'loudest 
in the mouth of those who have 
cotton to sell.” 
The purpose of this is declared to 
be to break the cotton market. It is 
asserted that the writer is arrayed 
against the cotton fanner, the mer­ 
chant whom the cotton farmer owes 
and the wholesale merchant whom 
that merchant owes. Further, the offi­ 
cials say: ‘•’Re fs arrayed against the 
country banks, whom the farmer and 
the country merchant owe, and against 
the city banker, whom the country 
banker awes. On .which side ought 
these influences to a I i.rn themselves? 
With this man who is trying to break 
the market by indirectly advising con­ 
sumers of cotton to boycott the mar­ 
ket until his purpose shall have been 
accomplished, or the Southern farm­ 
er who is trying to .get a fair price 
for the fruits of has toil and to 
bring to the South -the real value of 
its great money crop? The cotton .far­ 
mer by honest labor produces hun­ 
dreds 
millions of dollars worth of 
products each year, which gives life 
to every 
business from Maine to 
California and from ocean to ocean. 
The contention is made that just 
in proportion as brokers succeed in 
forcing down .the price the money in 
the banks and the .profits of the mer­ 
chants wtl I dwindle and the amount 
of our balance of trade decreases. The 
cotton farmer wants to pay his debts, 
it is declared. He has nothing but 
his poor cotton crop out of .which 
to get the money to pay them. “Up­ 


on Ms ability to pay his debts de­ 
pends the abtHty of his merchant and 
banker to pay theirs and so to the 
most remote manufacturer and bank­ 
er. The a bl hit y of al l of them to 
meet their financial obligations rests 
upon the farmer's ability to meet his. 
‘Many cotton farmers have planted 
several times this year,” the Farmers 
jit Mon says. ‘Their children who ought 
to be 'in school are now in the cot­ 
ton fields toying to save every dollar 
possible 'in order that they may have 
as much money as 
possible with 
which to meet their debts and raise 
another crop. 
“This is the situation. Now, it is a 
fair and reasonable question to ask 
the business men and bankers, es­ 
pecially of the South, on which side 
As -the weight of your influence fail­ 
ing? On the side of the cotton farm ­ 
er upon (whose ability to pay his 
debts depends your ability to collect 
the debts owing to you and to meet 
your own obligmtiioii, or upon the 
side of this man whose success means 
your own financial hurt?” 
The merchants and bankers are 
asked how they could better serve 
the broker’s purpose than by exert- 
tn Mheir .influence in such a way as 
to encourage the rushing of cotton 
upon the market, as some are do­ 
ing. 


“Can you not serve him just as 
well," the farmers representatives ask 
“by just withholding your influence 
and permit it to be thumped on a 
glutted market, as much of it is being 
done now?” 


There must be some check to the 
rapidity with which cotton is be­ 
ing sold, it is contended. Dt ought 
to be sold more gradually. Therefore 
the Farmers Union invitee the assist­ 
ance of the bankers and business men 
to help do this.
